Bush: Iran Remains a Threat 


President urges continued pressure, despite new intel report 


WASHINGTON I Defending his credibility, 
President Bush said Tuesday that Iran is 
dangerous and must be squeezed by inter- 
national pressure despite a blockbuster intel- 
ligence finding that Tehran halted its nuclear 
weapons program four years ago. 

Bush said the new conclusion — contra- 
dicting earlier U.S. assessments — would not 
prompt him to take off the table the possi- 
bility of pre-emptive military action against 
Iran. Nor will the United States change its 


policy of trying to isolate Iran diplomatically 
and punish it with sanctions, he said. 

“Look, Iran was dangerous, Iranis danger- 
ous, and Iran will be dangerous if they have 
the knowledge necessary to make a nuclear 
weapon,” the president told a White House 
news conference a day after the release of a 
new national intelligence estimate represent- 
ing the consensus of all U.S. spy agencies. 

On Capitol Hill, congressional Democrats 
said they hoped the report would have a cooling 


effect on the administra- 
tion’s rhetoric, which they 
said was counterproductive. 

Bush showed no incli- 
nation to alter course. 
Iran continues to produce 
enriched uranium that 
could be transferred to a 
weapons program, he said. 
“I view this report as a warning signal that they 
had the program, they halted the program. 
And the reason why it’s a warning signal is that 
they could restart it,” he said, terencehunt(ap)

Credit-Card 
Execs Take 
Heat on Hill 

Democrat criticizes 
methods used to alter 
interest rates on cards 

WASHINGTON I Credit-card execu- 
tives on Tuesday deflected congres- 
sional criticism of their practice of 
using falling credit scores to charge 
customers higher interest rates. 

Sen. Carl Levin, D-Mich., chair- 
man of a Senate Homeland Secu- 
rity and Governmental Affairs 
subcommittee, 
said customers 
who consistently 
pay on time are 
getting whacked 
by credit-card 
issuers that raise 
rates without 
warning. 

“The bottom line for me is this: 
When a credit card issuer prom- 
ises to provide a cardholder with 
a specific interest rate if they meet 
their credit card obligations, and 
the cardholder holds up their end 
of the bargain, the credit- card issu- 
er should have to do the same,” he 
said. 

But executives from Bank of 
America Corp. and Discover Finan- 
cial Services LLC. told the subcom- 
mittee that a credit score is one of 
several factors in determining 
whether to increase a customer’s

They divided on the 
three-month-old Senate vote to des- 
ignate Iran’s Revolutionary Guard a 
terrorist organization — a resolution 
that only Clinton supported among 
the Democratic candidates. 

“Declaring a military group 
sponsored by the state of Iran a 
terrorist organization, that’s sup- 
posed to be diplomacy?” Edwards 
interjected. “This has to be con- 
sidered in the context that Sena- 
tor Clinton has said she agrees with 


George Bush terminology that we’re 
in a global war on terror, then she 
voted to declare a military group in 
Iran a terrorist organization. What 
possible conclusion can you reach 
other than we are at war?” 

Clinton objected. “You know I 
understand politics and I under- 
stand making outlandish political 
charges, but this really goes way too 
far. None of us is advocating a rush 
to war,” Clinton said. 

While Clinton is the clear Dem- 
ocratic front-runner in national 
polls, Iowa is a more heated con- 
test, and her Iranian vote has been 
an issue with the state’s voters.

MIAMI I The 17-year-old suspect 
in the death of Sean Taylor was 
accused Tuesday of firing the shot 
that killed the Washington Red- 
skins safety. 

A Miami-Dade grand jury iden- 
tified Eric Rivera as the gunman in 
its indictment. 

Rivera and his three co- defen- 
dants were indicted by the grand 
jury on charges of first- degree fel- 
ony murder and armed burglary. 

Charles Wardlow, 18; Jason 
Mitchell, 19; and Venjah Hunte, 
20; were ordered held without 
bail during brief court appearances 
via a videoconference from Miami- 
Dade County jail. The three, who 
stood silently during the hearing, 
will remain at the jail under suicide 
watch after Judge John Thornton 
Jr.’s ruling. 

Rivera, still in custody in Fort 


Myers, was expected to be trans- 
ported to Miami-Dade on Tuesday 
night and make a court appearance 
Wednesday. One of his attorneys 
said the grand jury’s identifica- 
tion of Rivera as the gunman was 
expected. 

“This does not come as a sur- 


prise,” said Sawyer Smith, who 
represents Rivera along with his 
father Wilbur. 

The 24 -year- old Taylor died Nov. 
27, a day after he was shot in the 
bedroom of his home. Police have 
said he was a victim of a botched 
burglary, (ap)

Indicted on 15 Counts 


Government says man 
duped investors while 
donating to candidates 

N E W YO R K I A federal grand jury on 
Tuesday indicted Norman Hsu, atop 
Democratic fundraiser and former 
fugitive accused of cheating inves- 
tors out of at least $20 million and 
using some of the money to make 
illegal political donations. 

In the 15-count indictment 
returned in U.S. District Court 
in Manhattan, the government 
accused the 56 -year-old clothing- 
industry entrepreneur of duping 
investors nationwide with a mas- 
sive Ponzi scheme. 

The government said Hsu also 
violated federal campaign finance 


laws by making contributions to 
various political candidates in the 
names of others. 

Hsu was once a valued support- 
er of Sen. Hillary Clinton, who has 
returned more 
than $800,000 
of contributions 
that were linked 
to him. 

Hsu faces six 
counts of mail 
fraud, six counts 
ofwire fraud and 
three counts of violating the Fed- 
eral Election Campaign Act. If con- 
victed, he faces a maximum penalty 
of 20 years in prison on each of the 
mail and wire fraud charges, and 
five years on each campaign finance 
charge, larry neumeister (ap)

OSLO. NORWAY 

Newly Found Prehistoric 
‘Monster’ Was Size of a Bus 

Remains of a bus -size prehistoric 
“monster” reptile found on a remote 
Arctic island maybe a new species 
never before recorded by science, 
researchers said Tuesday. Initial 
excavation of a site on the Sval- 
bard islands in August yielded the 
remains, teeth, skull fragments and 
vertebrae of a reptile estimated to 
measure nearly 40 feet long, said 
Joern Harald Hurum of the Uni- 
versity of Oslo. The reptile appears 
be the same species as another sea 
predator whose remains were found 
nearby on Svalbard last year. Hurum 
said the team had excavated only a 
3 -meter area of the find. The Nor- 
wegian-led team plans to present 
more detailed findings early next 
year, and return to Svalbard, 300 
miles north of Norway’s mainland, 
to excavate further next year, (ap) 

KIRKUK, IRAQ 

Sunni-Kurdish Deal Ends 
Northern Iraq Dispute 

Sunni Arabs ended a yearlong politi- 
cal boycott Tuesday in Kirkuk — the 
hub of Iraq’s northern oil fields — 
under a cooperation pact that 
marked a bold attempt at unity 
before a planned referendum on 
control of the strategic region. The 
Sunni-Kurdish deal — urged by U.S. 
diplomats — could also move ahead 
other reconciliation bids demand- 
ed by Washington but stalled by 
disputes that include sharing oil 
wealth and compromising with 
Sunnis who backed Saddam Hus- 
sein’s Baath party. Sunnis have 
struggled to find political footing 
since Saddam’s fall, while Kurds 
enjoyed an economic boom in their 
semi- autonomous enclave, (ap) 


U.S., other countries 
insist that Iran remain 
under close scrutiny 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran on Tuesday 
touted a new U.S. intelligence report 
as vindication that its nuclear pro- 
gram is peaceful. But it was unclear 
whether the finding would lead to 
any immediate warming in U.S. - 
Iranian relations, including on key 
issues like Iraq. 

Iranian officials insisted Wash- 
ington should take a less hawk- 
ish stance and drop attempts to 
impose new sanctions in light of 
the report’s conclusion that Iran 
stopped its nuclear weapons pro- 


gram in late 2003 and has shown 
no signs of resuming. 

President Bush ruled out any 
change in policy. He said sanctions 
were still needed to force Iran to 
stop uranium enrichment, which he 
warned could be used for building 
atomic warheads someday. France 
and Britain also said pressure must 
be maintained on Tehran. 

Even Russia, which urges con- 
tinued negotiations rather than 
more sanctions, said Iran must 
fully open its nuclear program to 
international scrutiny and remain 
under control of the U.N. atomic 
watchdog agency. 

Israeli Defense Minister Ehud 
Barak, meanwhile, disputed the U.S. 


conclusions, saying Israeli intelli- 
gence believes Iran is still trying to 
develop nuclear weapons. 

Israel’s prime minister, Ehud 
Olmert, said that “it is vital to 
continue efforts to prevent Iran 
from attaining [nuclear] capabil- 
ity.” Israel is believed to have its own 
arsenal of nuclear weapons, the only 
stockpile in the Mideast. 

But Iran is clearly hopeful that 
the unclassified summary of the 
National Intelligence Estimate, 
released Monday, will weaken 
the Western push for new sanc- 
tions over Tehran’s refusal to obey 
a U.N. Security Council order to 
suspend uranium enrichment.

Captive Briton appears 
on video that demands 
U.K. troops leave Iraq 

BAGHDAD I Captors holding five 
Britons demanded Tuesday that 
Britain pull all its forces from 
Iraq, posting a videotape show- 
ing a bearded, haggard-looking 
victim more than six months after 
the group was kidnapped. 

The purported hostage, speaking 
clearly with a British accent, identi- 
fied himself as “Jason” and gave the 
date as more than two weeks ago. 
He sat under a sign in Arabic iden- 
tifying the captors as “The Islamic 
Shiite Resistance in Iraq.” 

“My name is Jason. Today is 
November 18,” he said, alternately 
glancing at the camera and down- 
ward, perhaps at a piece of paper. 
“I have been here now for 173 days 
and I feel we have been forgotten.” 
No other hostage was shown. 

A written statement featured on 
the video, aired by Al-Arabiya tele- 
vision, accused Britain of plunder- 
ing the wealth of Iraq and demand- 
ed that British troops leave within 
10 days. It did not say what would 
happen if the deadline was not met 
or when the countdown begins. 

Britain’s Foreign Office con- 
demned the broadcast, saying it 
“serves only to add to the distress 
of the men’s families and friends.” 
British officials have not released 
the names of the kidnapped men, 
and have requested their identities 
not be disclosed by the media.

Afghanistan suicide 
car bomber injures 22 
as Gates visits Kabul 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Asuicidecar 
bomber targeted a NATO convoy 
in Afghanistan’s capital on Tues- 
day, wounding 22 civilians passing 
nearby, officials said. 

The attack came as visiting U.S. 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
planned to meet with President 
Hamid Karzai and other Afghan 
officials in the capital, Kabul. 

Gates was “nowhere near the 
blast,” said a U.S. Embassy official 
who spoke on condition of anonym- 


ity because she was not authorized 
to speak about the issue publicly. 

The bomber struck a two -vehi- 
cle convoy belonging to NATO’s 
International Security Assistance 
Force near the city’s airport. Inte- 
rior Ministry spokesman Zemeri 
Bashary said. 

Twenty-two civilians were 
wounded in the attack, NATO 
reported. There were no casualties 
in the NATO convoy, said ISAF 
spokesman Lt. Col. Thomas 
Dillschneider.

Metro Tests Reconfigured Rail Cars 


Experimental car has 
features meant to help 
standing passengers 

ARLINGTON, VA. | Howdoyoupack 
more sardines into the same size 
can? 

To help answer that question, the 
Washington region’s transit agency 
has rolled out an experimental rail 
car that gives passengers more room 
for standing and leaning, and more 
places to hang on. Metro officials are 
studying whether the new features 
can help the increasingly crowded 
system operate more smoothly. 

In the reconfigured car — shown

Md. Poised to Propose Carbon Cap 


State looks to address 
global warming as an 
immediate threat 

BETHESDA, MD. | Saying there’s no 
time to delay bold steps to prevent 
global warming, a Maryland com- 
mission on climate change is poised 
to propose the nation’s toughest car- 
bon cap when the legislature returns 
next month, along with a report call- 
ing climate change an immediate 
threat to the state. 

The report will suggest a law 
requiring carbon emissions to 
go down 25 percent by 2020 and 
90 percent by 2050. If adopted, 
the goal would be the nation’s most 


ambitious law to reduce emissions of 
carbon, a key component of green- 
house gases that contribute to glob- 
al warming. New Jersey, California 
and Florida have 
set goals of reduc- 
ing carbon emis- 
sions 80 percent 
by 2050. 

“This will 
result in some 
major changes 
in Maryland,” 
said Sen. Paul Pinsky, D -Prince 
George’s County, who proposed a 
similar carbon cap that was con- 
sidered but rejected last term. 

The commission was set up by 
Gov. Martin O’Malley, and its sug- 


gestions are expected to underlie 
the governor’s stated plan of mak- 
ing Maryland a leader in address- 
ing climate change. 

“It sends a very significant mes- 
sage of how Maryland feels about 
climate change,” said Tad Aburn, 
an air quality specialist with the 
state Department of the Environ- 
ment. 

“We really need to push hard and 
be aggressive to reduce carbon pro- 
duction within our borders.” 

The carbon goal could be met 
by requiring cleaner-burning cars, 
by setting tougher emissions stan- 
dards on power plants or establish- 
ing a cap-and-trade credit system.

Executives Upbeat About Economy 

Unfazed by housing 
woes, business leaders 
see good times ahead 


WASHINGTON I The country’s top 
corporate executives foresee pret- 
ty good business prospects even 
as the economy gets squeezed by a 
housing collapse, a credit crunch, 
Wall Street turmoil and high ener- 
gy prices. 


A survey by the Business Round- 
table, released Tuesday, showed that 
most executives expect sales, capi- 
tal investment and hiring to remain 
at current levels or even improve in 
the coming months. 

While the economy’s problems 
have caused consumer confidence 
to tank, the survey’s results suggest 
that corporate executives’ assess- 
ment is that the business climate 
remains generally healthy despite 


all the strains. 

In the survey, 87 percent of chief 
executives said they expected their 
sales to hold steady or increase over 
the next six months. That’s down 
only slightly from 88 percent in the 
previous survey in September. 

On the hiring front, 78 percent 
said they expected to hold payrolls 
at current levels or boost them. 
That’s up a bit from 74 percent in 
the earlier survey, (ap)

Redskins Faithful Questioning Gibbs 



Hall-of-fame coach 
is feeling the heat due 
to blown leads, ealls 

REDSKINS I How could a Hall of 
Fame coach be unsure of an NFL 
rule? How could any head coach 
be unaware a group of his players 
planned an on-field tribute to a slain 
teammate? Why are the Washing- 
ton Redskins regularly relinquish- 
ing second-half leads? 

The questions are mounting 
for Joe Gibbs during a second 
stint with the Redskins that has 
been far less successful than his 
first. With Washington in danger 
of missing the playoffs for the third 
time in four seasons during Gibbs 
II, he’s hearing plenty of second- 
guessing these days. 

“You do feel for him,” Redskins 
quarterback Jason Campbell said 
Tuesday. “This is probably the first 
time in a long time that people have 
been criticizing him the way that 
they have.” 

That, of course, comes with los- 
ing. The Redskins have dropped four 
consecutive games and five of their 
past six to fall to 5-7 heading into 
Thursday night’s home game against 


the Chicago Bears. 

“[The players] encourage me. 
You know what I mean?” Gibbs 
said. “Because sometimes when 
you get down as a coach, you need 
somebody to pick you up, and cer- 
tainly they do.” 

Since Gibbs was lured back to 
the team he led to three Super Bowl 
championships, he has been dogged 
by criticism. The most recent fodder 


came in Sunday’s 17-16 loss to the 
Buffalo Bills. Washington led 16-5 
late in the third quarter. When the 
Bills lined up to attempt a 51-yard 
field goal in the closing seconds, 
Gibbs called two consecutive time- 
outs, drawing a 15 -yard unsports- 
manlike conduct penalty. Lindell’s 
kick from 36 yards was good with 
four seconds left. 

Gibbs couldn’t recall feeling 


as badly about an in-game deci- 
sion since the 1984 Super Bowl 
loss against the Raiders, when a 
play call late in the first half led 
to an interception returned for a 
touchdown. 

“A lot of people felt like I probably 
could have cost us that one,” Gibbs 
said. “I lived through that, and so, 
hopefully. I’ll be able to kind of live 
through this.”

The Sans-Hibbert Solution 

Sophomore trio must 
play well when the 
Hoyas’ star struggles 


HOYAS HOOPS I It’s a question 
Georgetown would just as soon 
not think about unless it has to: 
What if Roy Hibbert has an off- 
game at a crucial time? 

The Hoyas may have found a 
blueprint against a team it prob- 
ably won’t have to worry about 
in March during their 61-49 win 
against Fairfield at Verizon Center 
last Saturday. 

With 7-foot-2 center Hibbert 
struggling (seven points, four fouls), 
a trio of sophomores made key con- 
tributions to keep No. 5 Georgetown 
undefeated heading into Wednes- 
day’s game against Alabama. 

DaJuan Summers scored a 
team-high 16 points, Jeremiah Riv- 
ers made both his 3 -pointers and 
finished with nine points while big 
man Vernon Macklin added defen- 
sive intensity.

“I think Jeremiah was terrif- 
ic today, with five assists and no 
turnovers,” Georgetown coach John 
Thompson III said after the game. 
“The pressure he can put on people 
defensively, it can have a tremen- 
dous effect.” 


While the box score highlights 
Summers’ scoring touch, perhaps 
his most important — and symbolic 
— play was a blocked shot on Fair- 
field’s Anthony Johnson, who was 
going toward the rim after Hibbert 
fell to the ground. 

“We need him to continue run- 
ning down rebounds and making 
some defensive plays. The scoring 
will come later, but we need him to 
continue making those hustle plays 
out on the court, the ‘dirty’ work,” 
Thompson said of Summers. 

Alabama represents one of two of 
Georgetown’s most difficult — Mem- 
phis is the other — nonconference 
opponents. If the Hoyas’ youngsters 
continue to develop, the Hoyas may 
match the preseason’s hype, even if 
Hibbert isn’t at his best. 

“By learning from the juniors and 
the seniors, you know, we learned 
from all of them,” Macklin said for 
his fellow sophomore. “Now it’s time 
for us to help out the team, and it’s 
our turn to step up and play, too.”

Skiing Superhighway 


Trail stretching 300 
miles from Mass, to 
Canada is finally done 

ACTIVITIES I Nearly 25 years after 
three friends laid the ground- 
work for it by skiing the length 
of Vermont, the 300 -mile Cata- 
mount Trail — a backcountry ski 
trail extending from Massachusetts 
to Canada — is complete. 

Volunteers cleared and marked 
the final 434-niile leg running 
through the Green Mountain 
National Forest in southern Ver- 
mont in October. 

“It’s quite an accomplishment,” 
said Jim Fredericks, executive direc- 


tor of the Catamount Trail Asso- 
ciation. It took “a lot of very hard 
work by a lot of people to make it 
happen.” 

The trail, which starts on the 
Massachusetts border in Reads- 
boro, runs through the Green 
Mountains, traversing a variety of 
terrain, from the groomed trails of 
cross-country ski centers to remote 
mountain passes. The trail ends at 
the Canadian border, in North Troy, 
Vt., near Highwater, Quebec. 

Marked by blue signs with cata- 
mount (cougar) paw prints, the trail 
bills itself as the longest backcoun- 
try ski trail in North America. But 
it’s divided into 31 sections, 6 to 13 
miles long, so you can choose a short 


leg, ski all day, or plan a weeklong 
excursion stopping at lodges along 
the way. 

“We’ve had people from Europe 
come to ski the trail,” said trail man- 
ager Lenore Budd. 

Many of the trail segments pass 
by or near inns where you can stay 
for the night and touring centers 
where you can rent equipment, 
warm up or grab some soup and 
hot chocolate. 

Access to the trail is free and open 
to the public, but in areas where it 
piggybacks on trails at touring cen- 
ters, skiers are expected to pay the 
trail fees or buy whatever pass might 
be required, said Budd. 

The Catamount Trail Associa- 


tion offers guidebooks, maps and 
a Web site, and is sponsoring about 
60 events in 2008, most of them 
free, including telemark clinics, 
snowshoeing and a winter nature 
tour. Each year, the group organiz- 
es a weeklong ski tour that covers 
one-fourth of the trail; that tour, in 
February, is already fully booked, 
Budd said. In 2009, the group is 
planning a monthlong ski tour of 
the entire trail. 

In early winter, snowfall along 
the trail is unpredictable but tends 
to be better at higher elevations. 
“Generally, the most reliable time 
of year for snow is February,” Budd 
added. “We ski into April often.”

Blige s Lengthy Reign 



The queen of hip-hop 
soul keeps gaining 
musical momentum 

STAYING POWER I Bringing out a new 
Mary J. Blige album is a big chal- 
lenge. That’s because Blige, anoint- 
ed “the queen of hip-hop soul” in 
1992, is on a 15 -year multiplatinum 
run as one of the most electric per- 
formers in the urban world, with a 
wide-ranging crossover base that 
straddles the R&B, hip-hop, pop 
and even AC markets. Her last two 
studio albums, 2003’s “Love & Life” 
and 2005’s “The Breakthrough,” 
debuted at No. 1 on the Billboard 
200. Even last year’s “Reflections 
— A Retrospective” opened in the 
top 10. 

For “Growing Pains,” due Dec. 
18 via Geffen, it started in late Sep- 
tember with the online release of 
the single “Just Fine.” In October 
and November, Blige completed 
a whirlwind international promo 
tour to get audiences ready, and just 
before Thanksgiving, another new 
song began appearing in an Apple 
ad for iTunes and iPod. “Each time, 
we have to think, ‘What do you do 
to try to make it special?”’ Gef- 
fen GM Jeff Harleston says. “It’s a 
challenge every time. You’ve been 
to one mountaintop; now you have 
to go scale another and just keep 


moving. 

So one-upping all that and keep- 
ing the buzz strong and alive is a 


unique task Blige and Geffen face 
as “Growing Pains” nears release. 
The Bronx-born singer- songwrit- 


er’s ninth album is already stir- 
ring things up with the uptempo 
“Just Fine.” But as far as Blige is 
concerned, the music is the key 
component in maintaining that 
success. 

She says, “I started out with this 
concept of growing pains because 
that’s how I was feeling during 
the [2007] Grammys: ‘Am I good 
enough for this; do I really deserve 
all this in my life?’ But something 
in my head said, ‘Yes, you are. Now 
you’re forced to rapidly grow up in 
this area in order to achieve and 
get the things you want.’” 

Featuring collaborations 
with Ne-Yo (who wrote the 
track “Fade Away” from a poem 
by Blige), Timbaland, Akon, the 
Dream and Tricky Stewart (the 
team behind Rihanna’s “Umbrel- 
la”), Bryan-Michael Cox and the 
Clutch, among others, “Growing 
Pains” finds Blige coming to terms 
with her success, particularly in 
the wake of the last album’s three 
Grammy Award wins. 

It’s been a hard-fought battle, 
through well- chronicled personal 
travails in romance and substance 
addictions, and coming out victo- 
rious has been an adjustment. As 
she sings in “Just Fine”: “No time for 
moping around, are you kidding?/ 
No time for negative vibes, ’cause 
I’m winning.” gary graff (billboard) 


Dream Come Half-Tme 


Blake Lewis’ album is 
a mix of pop gold and 
generic throwaways 

MUSIC I Blake Lewis’ debut is like 
the hair on his well-coiffed head 
— shiny, stylish and meticulously 
assembled. 

“Audio Day Dream” (RCA), 
despite its name, is painstaking- 
ly planned, as thoroughly thought 
out as a skyscraper and, general- 
ly, just as sturdy. Its foundation is 


the blue- eyed soul that propelled 
Lewis to the runner-up position on 
the last “American Idol” — equal 
parts Maroon 5 pop and Robin 
Thickesque R&B, with some of Jus- 
tin Timberlake’s more boy-bandish 
moments thrown in. 

At his best, like with the infectious 
“My Hello,” Lewis is pure pop star, 
especially when his voice drops to 
his lower register. He also does well 
with the first single, “Break Anotha,” 
and the playful “Know My Name,” 
which features Lupe Fiasco. 



After gaining runner-up status on “Idol,” 
Lewis tries for commercial success. 


Unfortunately, those songs only 
point out how there’s not enough 
playfulness on the rest of “Audio 
Day Dream.” Lewis’ free-form beat- 
boxing appears in only a handful 
of songs, and the skit featuring his 
alter ego B Shorty falls flat, as do 
a bunch of the more generic love 
songs, mainly co-written with One 
Republic’s Ryan Tedder. 

He sounds too tightly wound, like 
he’s more driven by a fear of failure 
than a quest for musical greatness. 
It’s an understandable problem, con- 
sidering the pressure of delivering 
the album on time, but a little more 
daring could have made “Audio 
Day Dream” so much better.

A Collectors One Love 


‘Reggae Scrapbook’ 
is a sharp snapshot 
of Geffen’s obssesion 

PASSION I Roger Steffens needs 
some room. In fact, he needs a lot 
of rooms. 

The obsessive reggae collector has 
so many records and artifacts that 
he’s had to move houses — twice — 
just to accommodate his treasures. 

“[The collection] now fills six 
rooms, from floor to ceiling. I can 
hardly move in the place,” Steffens 
said. “Everything is getting added to 
it all the time; people are constantly 
sending me stuff My wife used to 
call our other houses ‘House of Piles’; 
now this one is becoming another 


House of Piles.” 

While he’s been in long negotia- 
tions to sell the collection and have 
it sent to Jamaica, it’s not been an 
easy process. 

“A guy up in Canada [billion- 
aire Michael Lee -Chin] was going 
to buy it and give it to Jamaica as 
a gift, but we could not come to a 
proper agreement,” Steffens said. 
“My bottom lines are that it be kept 
intact forever and be made avail- 
able to anyone who wants to make 
use of it. . . . It’s an instant museum 
for Jamaica.” 

Until a proper deal can be worked 
out, Steffens has put his collection 
to good use in the new “Reggae 
Scrapbook,” a lavish coffee-table 
book featuring iconic photos by

Peter Simon. The heavy-duty edi- 
tion features remarkable facsimiles 
of everything from concert posters 
and 7-inch records/sleeves to a yel- 
low and torn dot-matrix printout 
of UPI’s newswire notice for Peter 
Tosh’s death (as well as one announc- 
ing his killer’s sentencing). 

While those sorts of items will 
wow reggae fanatics, the book also 
acts as an introduction to Jamaica’s 
national sound, with short descrip- 


tions of the music’s prime movers, 
eras and genres. 

Many of the artifacts featured in 
“Reggae Scrapbook” are inscribed 
to Steffens, which can be a deal- 
breaker when a collector tries to 
unload his booty. But the founding 
editor of the Beat magazine makes 
no apologies for his superfandom 
and remembers why he never passes 
up an opportunity to have his col- 
lection personalized by musicians’ 
signatures. 

“[Bob Marley] let me go every- 
where with him during the ‘Sur- 
vival’ tour in November 1979, and 
I just didn’t want to be a pain in 
the ass to him,” Steffens said. 
“I kept waiting for a 10 -minute 
window of opportunity where I 
could hand the bag to him and 
say, ‘Can you sign my records?’ 
And he was never left alone; 
people were hitting on him day 
and night. ... I never got any of my 
records signed directly by Bob.”

Maine venture gives 
consumers a stronger 
connection to seafood 

Two brothers are selling more than 
just lobsters from their waterfront 
business. They’re selling the lob- 
stering experience — and it doesn’t 
come cheap. 

For $2,995 per year, custom- 
ers buy the rights to all the lobsters 
caught in a designated trap off the 
rocl^ Maine coast — at least 40 crus- 
taceans per season, probably more 
— and have them shipped whenever 
and wherever they want. 

It’s a concept similar to farm- 
ing co-ops, in which people lay 
down money up front in return for 
a share of a farm’s harvest during 
the growing season. John and Bren- 
dan Ready’s customers know who’s 
putting food on the table. Custom- 
ers know the lobstermen, what their 
boats look like and where the traps 
are set. Daily updates are available 
on the Internet. 

The Readys, owners of Ready 
Seafood on Hobson’s Wharf, are 
selling the mystique of lobstering, 
where seasoned salts in foul-weather 
gear haul in lobsters from the ocean 


depths much the same way it’s been 
done for more than a century. Lob- 
stermen who work with the Readys 
benefit by getting free traps and a 
premium of 40 cents per pound for 
the lobsters caught in them. 

Markets for the “Catch a Piece of 
Maine” program include businesses 
and well-heeled individuals with an 
interest in knowing where their food 
comes from. 

“We’ve created a way to add more 
value to seafood,” said John Ready. 

“This is our way of trying to hit a 
new market segment.” 

While it’s relatively easy for 
people to meet farmers at farmers’ 
markets or co-ops, it’s not as easy

The Ready brothers, who are 27 
and 25, launched “Catch A Piece of 
Maine” in October. 

For the program, the brothers are 
selling the catches from 400 traps — 
50 traps each from eight lobstermen, 
including the Readys themselves, in 


let their customers “meet” their lob- 
stermen online, reading their biog- 
raphies, looking at their boats and 
discovering their thoughts about 
their livelihoods. 

One of those lobstermen, John 
Butler, writes that lobstering is away 
of life for him. “Where else can you 
see majestic whales, jumping bluefin 
tuna, seals and countless sea birds 


waves crashing over the bow, sea 
spray in your face,” wrote Butler, 
skipper of the Sylena B. 

That connection is important for 
consumers who want to know more 
about their food, said Dane Somer, 
executive director of the Maine Lob- 
ster Promotion Council. 

“There’s a person behind it, say- 
ing, ‘Yes, I’m harvesting these lob- 


a sustainable way, and here’s where 
it comes from,”’ Somer said. 

Lobster is synonymous with 
Maine, where last year’s harvest 
of 73 million pounds was valued 
at nearly $300 million. The catch 
in recent years is double and even 
triple what it was in decades past, 
forcing lobster dealers to find new 
markets for all that product.

the Portland area. 

During the May-December 
season, customers are guaranteed 
at least 40 lobsters from each trap. 

But the Readys expect 
the catch to be closer to 
50 lobsters. 

Todd Colpitts, senior 
vice president at Atlantic 
National Trust in Port- 
land, bought a trap so he 
can give away lobsters to clients and 
potential customers. Besides giving 
lobsters as gifts, he figures he’ll have 
a great story to tell about the lobster- 
man who caught them. 

“It’s such a unique idea. If you 
have a customer or somebody 
you’d like to do business with, 
you can send a bottle of wine and 
that’s nice, but there’s not much to 
talk about afterward,” he said, (ap)

Computer-generated 
items are becoming 
popular presents 

You don’t wrap these presents in a 
box. You can’t wear them, play with 
them or show them off, at least not 
in the real world. 

Even so, virtual gifts — comput- 
er-generated items given and dis- 
played online — are quickly becom- 
ing must-haves. And, increasingly, 
people are willing to pay cold, hard, 
real-life cash to purchase them for 
friends, family and co-workers. 

“For the person who gets the gift, 
it is like a badge of honor,” says Dave 
Coffey, who tracks online trends for 
Sapient, a Florida-based market- 
ing company. 

Coffey’s gotten into the act him- 
self, buying a few $1 gifts on Face- 
book, a social networking Web site. 
He purchased a pair of virtual shoes 
for his wife for her birthday, a can 
of “whoop -ass” for a friend who got 


a new job, and a virtual beer to pay 
a bet he lost to his boss. 

They are nothing more than 
cutesy icons posted in a “gifts” 
section on a person’s profile page, 
the smiley faces of the 21st century. 
And like that 1970s icon, they have 


mass appeal. 

Since they were introduced in 
February, Facebook says its users 
have purchased more than 24 mil- 
lion of these dollar items, which are 
sold in limited editions to generate 
more interest.

Elsewhere online, including vir- 
tual world sites such as Second Life, 
Utherverse and Stardoll, people can 
give gift certificates so their friends’ 
avatars, or online personalities, can 
shop at “malls” on the sites. 

Just like the real world, appear- 
ance matters in the virtual world. 
Gifts of digital clothing, accessories 
and even digital furnishings for an 
avatar’s virtual home are especial- 
ly popular. A pair of virtual boots, 
for instance, might cost $2 or $3 in 
a world where one could pay $20 
or $30 for an intricately designed 
“skin,” an avatar’s outer layer. 

Jeff Roberts, a New Yorker who 
is one of about 11 million Second 



Life “residents,” has given SL gift 
certificates, worth real money, to 
friends and co-workers. 

Their avatars “come back from 
‘stores’ with all sorts of clothing, 
bling and new hairstyles,” says 
Roberts, who heads a commer- 
cial radio station in Second Life, 
known as the Virtual World Radio 
Network (VWRN). 

The ease of giving a virtual gift 
is definitely part of the attraction, 
he says. 

“A few clicks and it’s done. No 
worries about FedEx or the post 
office getting it there on time,” 
Roberts says. 

Kel Kelly, a businesswoman 
in suburban Boston, figures she’s 
spent just under $100 on virtual 
gifts on Facebook. The presents are 
hip — things like icons of cham- 
pagne bottles that clients can post 
on their pages. 

“Anyone can send an e-mail 
that says, ‘Congratulations on your 
recent partnership,’ or whatever,” 
says Kelly, a marketing executive 
and college lecturer. “It’s just a really 
cool way to stand out.” 

In a sense, these gifts are sup- 
planting electronic cards, online 
greetings that are waning in 
popularity, according to Internet 
watchers.
